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Applicant's arguments filed 4-16-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nriore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 56-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Park 
et al.(Society for Biomaterials article). 

Park et al. discloses hydrogel composites of interpenetrating networks of 
polymers prepared from ethylenically-unsaturated monomers and multiolefinic 
crosslinking agents (see the entire document). Although pore size values are not 
particularly recited for the materials of the article, it is held that such properties are 
inherently possessed by the articles disclosed due to the similarities in materials and the 
work-up employed. 

Applicants' arguments have been considered but rejection is maintained for all of 
the reasons set forth above. Examiner hold that evidence is sufficient for anticipation as 
the reference discloses materials prepared from materials of applicants' claims and no 
differences in work-ups are seen which would lead to pore sizes outside of the 
encompassing range of values expressed by applicants' claims. The Office is not in a 
position to, nor is it expected to run experiments to determine that the referenced 
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teachings necessarily have applicants' pore sizes. That burden is appropriately levied 
upon applicants in the instant case.
